MEMO RANDUM 


Tot Ambassador Menshikov 
From: Albert Gore# U. S. S. 


Dr. Armand Hammer# who lived and was in 
business in the Soviet Union lor about nine years In the 
1920s# and who has been Immensely successful in the 
business Held since his return to the United States# is 
en route to Moscow now. I have asked him. and Secre- 
tary of Commerce Luther Hodges has requested him, 
to explore»as a private citizen, the possibilities lor in- 
creased trade between the people of the Soviet Union an 
the people o£ the United States. Whatever efforts Dr. 
Hammer undertakes in this regard will be as a P r J va *® 
citisen* but we hope it will be helpful. He expects 
arrive in Moscow on or about February 11.
